critic. Mr. Carisieis a great favorite in the House. 
He is so judicial and so fair minded that he bas as 
many friends on one side of the House as he has 
upon the other. He bas never used the power of 
wis office to punish or to reward He has more of 
the judicial temperament than is generally seen in 
public men. In talking with him he impresses one 
more us a judge than as a pontio an. He has nothing 
of the partisan about him and sees as ciearly the 
iaults of his own side as he does tuose of the ether.

Two trains on the Bridge Rairoad ran into each 
Other et 9:15 o'cock the morning, aud 
in the gmash-up sx persons were bad y injured.

train had just left the Brooklyn platform and 
caugnt on the cable when the preceding train was 
seen to display danger signa's. It stopped prompt - 
ly and gan to bac toward the station, but it was 
too late. The di abled train caine 
THUNDERING DOWN THE IXCLINE, 
diminisbing the distance det weren t em with every 
second, The passengers on both trains saw the 
danger and ruse to their fe-t in alarm. A scene of 
terror ensu-d. E-cape was impossible. In an 
instant the second tram wag overtaken and the two 
crashed together. Shrieks of pain und borror 
arose from the surging mass of strugxling men and 
wo.nen, while the police and train hands, witht e 
passengers waiting oo the platform, ran to the 
rescue ‘ihe entrances tothe bridge were barred

payment of the Pacific Railroad bonds. The 


@9 o obligations of the several roads on account of 


the subsidy bonds and the interest which the 
Government has paid thereon, amounted in 
August, 1884, to 8110, 000, 000. How much it 
will amount to when the bulk of the bonds 
mature ten years hence, may be inferred from 
the fact that about half of the debt, as it 
now stands, is for interest which the Govern- 
ment had to pay on the bonds it loaned, 
because the roads that secured and cashed the 
bonds broke faith and failed to pay any inter- 
est thereon. Yet it is coolly proposed that the 
Government shall undertake now to meet both 
interest and principal as they mature, and 
allow the roads to settle their present indebt- 
ness by giving their bonds for its. 
payment in 120 semi-annual installments run- 
ning through sixty years, with interest reck- 
oned in at 3 per cent. 

The pretext for this extension of the loan is 
that the debtor companies cannot sooner pay 
it, and if pressed for earlier payment may be 
thrown into a bankruptcy that will extinguish 
the second mortgage security for the Govern- 
ment loan. We are told that the Government 
hati better lose every cent due it than have to 
take as payment a lot of bankrupt railroads 
oppressed by the competition of new roads 
built with half the money and one-fourth of 
the securities luaded upon the Central and the 
Union Pacific. 

As the main competing road referred to, the 
Southern Pacific, was built with the money ob 
tained by loading the Central Pacific with debt 
and by diverting its earnings to other purposes 
than the payment of its Government debts, 
and as both the Central Pacific and the Union 
Pacific have been continually incurring obliga- 
tions and diverting their resources in 
gross disregard of the law and their 
obligations to the Government, what 
guarantee or assurance do they offer 
that they will keep faith better in the matter 
of the extension than they did in regard to the 
original terms of the loan? The Government 
is not possessed of any information which 
would justify Congress in assuming that the 
roads are unable to make provision for the pay- 
ment of the subsidy bonds as they fall due. 
The Government directors have been syste 
ically kept in ignorance of the financial opera- 
tions of the companies and of the use or misuse 
of their earnings. Mr. Lamar is now giving 
orders and requiring reports which it is hoped 
will at last throw some light on the ability of 
the roads to meet their obligations to the Gov- 
ernment with a proper management of their 
resources. Without more light on that subject 
Congress should not venture to grant the pro- 
posed extension. ; 

In the meantime, we know that the Central 
Pacific, by keeping the interest regularly paid, 
keeps at par about $52,000,000 of bonds exclu- 
sive of the subsidy bonds; that it has issued 
and sold $59,000,000 of stock and paid 
about $34,000,000 in dividends thereon 
in the last twelve years; that it earned $22,000,- 
000 last year, of which at least $5,000,000 was 
profit; and that the men who managed it have 
made enough out of it besides to build or buy 
other lines until they now control 9,000 miles 
of transportation including the great Southern 
Pacific from San Francisco to New Orleans. 
The men who raised money enough on the 
Central Pacific to do all that can certainly raise 
money enough on mortgage bonds taking the 
place of the Government’s lien to pay off the 
Central Pacific’s indebtedness to the Govern- 
ment. The Union Pacific, the other half of the 
same transcontinental line, is apparently 
equally able to pay its share of the debt, or 
should be before the bonds mature ten years 
hence, if measures are taken to prevent the 
managers from diverting earnings as they have 
done. If such measures are not taken, the pro- 
posed extension will amount to about the same 
thing as forgiving the debt.

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Our school authorities are falling into a 
grave error if they are acting on the idea that 
the interests of the schools and the confidence 
of the publicin their personnel and management 
can be promoted by covering up scandals and 
making State secrets of shocking charges and 
facts. The teachers who are entrusted with 
parental authority over the daughters of St. 
Louis must be men and women whose private 
lives and associations are above reproach and 
beyond question. Like Casar's wife, they 
must be required to keep their reputations 
above even the shadow of a suspicion. When it 
is discovered that the name of a High School 
Principal has long been the town talk in police 
circles and among “fast” men as that of a 
drunken roysterer in notorious houses of ill- 
fame, it is too late to hide anything, too late to 
.nvesti gate the nature and extent of his guilt. 
The dark shadow of his reputation is already 
cast over the innocents confided to him, and 
there is nothing left to do but to rescue his 
sacred charge from the contamination. No 
female teacher would be allowed to visit the 
schools again after acquiring such a reputation. 
She would at least be sufpended until she could 
show that her conduct and associations had ngt 
given the slightest ground for the talk about 
her, and if she had to confess that she had bean 
seen drunk in places of public resort, and had 
visited houses of ill-fame, she would be prompt- 
ly deposed from her position. Public senti- 
ment would be outraged by the application of 
a different standard of decency to a male 
teacher. Visiting houses of ill-repute would be 
sufficient cause for expellinga pupil and we 
can imagine no more peremptory reason for 
expelling a teacher or Principal. In heaven's 
name, let us have decency in the public schools, 
and let their managers satisfy the fathers and 
mothers of the city, by a course open as the 
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sich as are earnest descons, and no judges but 


such as “will pray all night around the altar

EGYPTIAN MYTHS. 


Why Corpses Were Embalmed. 

The myth which incarnated Osirisin the 
monarch was early matured among the Egyp- 
tians, and might well account for the marvel 
of the regal sepulchre; but, more generally, 
the life of the spirit was mysteriously associ- 
ated by them with the continuance of the 
bedy, to which, after 3,000 years of discipline 
in other forms, it was destined to return. No 
effort, therefore, to arrest natural decay or to 

revent vioiation (such as might be wreaked 

y foreign foe or by a hostile dynasty) could 
be too extravagant; hence the care and cost 
lavished on the enibalmment of the corpse; 
hence the peins to entrench tae mummy within 
impregnable bulwarks—to secrete its place of 
burial far within walled-up door and behind 
adamantine barrier; hence, too, the choice of 
form which presents the most defiant front 
to the shocks of war and to the ravages of 
time, 
Such was the Egyptian tomb. In Lower 
Egypt its importauce, both ideal and actual, 
aliugether overshadowed the temple; in Upper 
Egypt the reverse is the case—Lere, as we have 
seen, the tomb is spacious and splendid, but it 
is an excavation, vot a construction it is not 
overstating the fact to say that the temples of 
the I bebaid are unapproached for grandeur of 
conception and of execution, and tor the com- 
bination of solemn spiendor in the broad effect, 
with grace ot form and beauty of detail, Even 
the pyramids are said to be unimpressive at 
first sight, and they may seem to stand in need 
of writing up; but it is not so with Ei Uksur, 
with Karnak and its pillured halls, with the 
august session of imperial shapes in the hewn 
shrine cf Aboo Simbel. These, like the sub- 
limities of nature, flash their glory at once on 
the beholder, and elicit the spontaneous tribute 
of awe and admiration. 


Mark Twain's Troubles. 


Samuel F. Clemens, writing to the December 
Century, says: Out West there was a good 
deal of confusion in men’s minds during the 
first months of the great trouble—a deal 
ot unsettledness, of leaning first this way, then 
that, then the other way.

WINDOW-SILL GARDENS. 


How Pretty Plants May be Made to 
Grow in Anybody’s Window, 

From the Cook, 

The occupation of growing plants and bring- 
ing them into flower in the window is so simple 
and delightful that no home should be without 
its garden where the sashes admit sunlight. 

e first condition of success with plants 
that flower is to give them as much sunlig t 
as possible. They should be Jer in a south 
east, southwest or south window, the latter be- 
ing preferable. It is a very common deiusion 

t plants can only be grown and flowered in 
the ordinary clay pots used by florists. Boxes 
made of wood, iron or earthenware are equaily 

, if sufficient openings are made in the 
ottom to allow the water to pass off freely. 

In fact, most plants wil] do better in such 
boxes, which are usually three or four feet 
long, five or six inches deep, and seven or eight 
inches wide, than in flower-pots, because they 
remain more uniformly moist, Ihe only 
advantage of flower-pots is that they can be 
moved about more readily, and if large speci- 
mens are wanted they can be shifted into 
larger sized pots as they grow. But whether 

low plants are to be grown in flower-pots 
or boxes, it is most interesting to begit with 
small pants which can be purchased from any 
florist for $1 a dosen, so that an agreeabie 
variety may be had at a nominal cost.

A New Electrical Locomotive. 
From the London Times. : 

A decided departure from the practice hith- 
erto followed in the construction of electric 
engines for working tramways has been intro- 
duced in an electrical locomotive which has 
been built for the North Metropolitan Tram- 
way Company. Instead of the electric motur 
being a fixture and having motion transmitted 
from it tnrough beit gearing to the wheels of 
the car, the motor itsell revoives, the motion 
being transmitted through bevel gearing. The 
sy stel is the in vention of Mr. Eulesou, and the 
locomotive has been ells by the Eiectric Lo- 
comotive and Power mpany of London. 
The locomotive is similar in appearance to a 
short tramcar, aud carries a secondary battery 
consisting of 60 E. P. S. cells. This battery is 
connected up with the electric motor, the mo- 
tion shaft ot which projects horizontally about 
two feet, and carries at its end a spur wheel 
which gears into a fixed circular race, Thus 
when the motor is started it is, vy means of tuis 
gearing, rotated. A verdieal shaft is attached 
to the under side of the motor, carrying at its 
lower end a bevel which gears inio one or 
her of two similar wheels ou tue driving axle 
of the engine. Tais mitre gearing is titted with 
a friction clutch, by means ot which the loco- 
motive can be run either backward or forward. 
The fitty celis are equal to 250 amperes, and as 
the consumption is stated to be forty-five aim- 
oe Pe hour, it follows that there isa good 
six supply of power carried. 

The machinery is so arranged that a speed of 

eight miles an hour cannot ve exceeded, 
the locomovive aud the tramcar can he electric- 
ally lighted at night from the battery by 
means of giow lamps.

New and Carefully Prepared Rules

Natural Gas—Its Origin. 
From Science. 


The recently announced failure of the nat- 
ural gas wells of Champaign, III., indicates 
that the supply in the vicinity of Pittsburg and 
elsewhere inay not be inexhaustible, and may 
have aroused anxiety in the minds of those who 
have invested in this new form of enterprise. 
There is a great deal to be learned in regard to 
petroleum and natural gas, but a few points as 
to their origin and mode of accumulation may 
be counted settied. ‘They are derived from 
organic matter distributed through the rocks in 
which they occur; m other words, they are 
fossil tue], as really as coal or liguite. They 
were accumulated in subterranean reservoirs, 
which are mainly porous sandstones or lime- 
stones, covered with impervious shales, and 
there is no reason to believe that these accumu- 
lations are of recent date. A gas well or oul 
weil can no more be “inexhaustible” than a 
coal m. ne. While oil is mobile and can be drawn 
through the rocks for some distance to the 
point of delivery, gas is still more mobile and 
may travel tariher; but the supply of either or 
both from a given area is limited and definite. 
Single gas wells will fail like single mines, but 

may last for a longtime. The first 
anthracite mined in Penusytvania was opened 
ina of large extent. The proprietors 
counted it “inexhaustible” and a seized 
them when they tound the rock floor beneath 
it at no great depih. But a good deal of 
anthracite bas been discovered since. The fail- 
ure of one set of yas wells has but little bearing 
on the life of another set, with other sourves vi 
supply, with other sorts of reservoirs and 
other conditions as to depth and 
structure.

A SCENE IN THE OLD COURT OF SESSIONS. 
Special Correspondence of the Post. DIspaTcH. 

New York, December 21.—There are three 
books, old and rusty, and covered with 
parchment, in the collection of the New 

Vork Historical Society, which are practically in- 
valuable. They contain records of the Court of 
General Sessions for the city and county of New 
York, which date baf way back to the year in 
which America was first discovered, and continue 
down to the early part of the rule of King George 
III., when the troubles began which flually brought 
about the Revolution. The merciiess ju-tice of 
our forefathers is bluntly outlined on the time- 
stained leaves, and the brutal violence of many of 
those who tasted tbat same justice are matters cal- 
culated to make the present generation shudder, 
just as our children’s children a century bence may 
shudder at the capital punishment we may inflict. 
Aside fromthe feature of the records, however, 
they give the reader an insight into the life, man- 
ners and customs of the early colonists in our city 
which is seldom obtafned from the histories.

AN ACTUAL PUNISHMENT oF 1602. 

The Grand Jury was called over and sworn. 
pr clamation made and silence commandep while 
tae charge was given to the Grand Jurora. The 
only indictment or presen ment found by them was 
acainst John Watson. butcher. for “forestaliing the 
market. He was convicted and fined six shillings 
and th: court ad jou ned sine die. It was at this 
time ca led the General Quarter sessions, as it met 

onl four times a year. 

At tue last Quarter Session m 1695, it is recorded 
that A: ne Sew: il, a widow, was bound over for 
appearance for keeping in chains and irons for 
seve al weeks upon bread and water only, and also 
for crueily beating, a certain servant maid of hers 
called Ann Parsons.” In her defense the widow 
said that the servant had highly offended her, and 
tuat she did not know that she was committing a 
breach of the ‘aw in punishing her as she did. And 
this is the punishment which was meted out to the 
heart esss widow: “The court, having duly con- 
sidered the matter, doe order that said servant be 
discuarged from the service of Anne Sewell.“ Ic 
was furtner adjudged that the widow should pay 
the fees of the trial. 


WHIPPED AT THE “TALE OF A CARTE.”

WasaineTon, December 2.— Although there have 
been but few members and Senators in Washington 
durjng the last week and littie apparent interest 
taken inthe approaching Congress, yet I have 
heard in every direction a belief expressed by 
members of both parties that this winter's session 
will be one of the most interesting since the war.

There are few who 
think the session wil be finished before next 
August. It will start out with sensations. I have 
heard froma good authority that a prominent 
Senator will introduce a resolution, as soon as the 
Senate is organized, to investigate the affairs of the 
Pan-E ectric Telephone Company. The Repub- 
licans intend to bring out the whole story of this 
telephone scheme, with the avowed purpose of 
developing ev dence to impeach the Alttorney- 
General.
